- a carrier part comprising sleeves which c an be mounted on the fork structure «f 
the lifting device is mounted nn thn implnmnnt „ nTr jn r p r rfrr ob ly by th e carr ic i 
pnr t being in the fo r m of a sleeve which io inserted on the implemont corrior'a 



- a holding part which is attached to the carrier part, the holding part being 
provided with at least one securing device with charact e ristics that mak e it 
possible to s e cure which is capable of securing an object by contact between at 
least one of the object's surfaces and the securing device, 

- a trigger that ensures that the forces acting between the object's surface and the 
securing device arc brok e n or discontinued, tires and a line for releasing the 
ob J ect > the line being connected to the trigger and to the lifting device when the. 
device is mounted to th e liftin g device, and the trigger is being a guide part 
which is rotatably mounted to the holding part, where, on being rotated, the 
guide part pushes the object away from the securing device to a distance which 

20 is sufficient for the forces between the object and the securing device to 

decrease and the object to be released from the holding device.

is a fixed connection between a stationary part of the fork and the guide part, so that 
30 the guide part will be rotated when the fork is fully extended telescopically.

means of an actuator.

charac terised — i n that wherein one or more supporting edges are 
permanently or removably mounted in the lower edge of the holding part. 
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9. (Currently amended) A device according to claim 1, 

c h a r a o t c r i a o d in tha t wherein the holding part is oriented substantially 
vertically relative to the carrier part and/or that the holding part is mounted 
rotatabI y e r pr e f e rably hingoJly on the carrier part, thus enabling the holding part t< 
be moved to another desired position and fixed in this new position.
